Gentleiren: 

On  Cebalf  of  the  CcTirittee  of  the  Senate  acpointed  to  rrake  the 
award  of  the  Rhodes  Scholarshic  for  the  present  year  'I  beg  to  report  as 
follows': 

There  were  nineteen  applicants  for  the  Scholarship,  of  whoir  ten  ware 
froir  University  College.,  four  iron  Victoria  College  and  five  froii  Trinity 
College.  Of  these  candidates;,  however,  two  withdrew  their  applications:, 
one  on  account  of  being  over-age. 

The  connittes  had  presented  to  -it  very  full  traterial  bearing  on  each 
application,  and  consulted  all  those  nerrbers-^cf  the  staff  who  they  thought 
would  be  able  to  prcviie  then  with  -ft-ny  nVteri%4  for  forning  a  3UdgiTent  as  to 
the  QUalit ications  of  the  candidates. 

There  has  never  been  a  larger  rurrter  ot  candidates,  and  it  is  doubtful 
If  there  ever  has  been  a  higher  Quality  in  the  anolicants.  It  is  exceedingly 
snccuraging  that  in  the  last  Uo  years  there  have  been  in  the  University  so 
nany  students  of  such  excellent  character  ard  prorrise. 

Tne  conTittee  found  it  extrerrely  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  decisioc, 
the  candidates  excelling  in  one  cr  other  ot  the  quallt ications  required  to 
be  kept  in  nina  in  rraking  the  award,.  The  conrnittee  endeavoured  to  follow 
the  suggestions  set  torth  in  Mr.  Rhodes''  will;,  laying  stress’  not  on 
ary  ore  proirinent  Quality  cut  oc  a  contlnation  of  scholarship,  character, 
leadership,  and  athletics. 

It  was  tel'ieved  by  tne  connittee  that  tne  candidate  who  approaches 
nost  nearly  to  the  standard  set  forth  by  ^^r.  Rhodes  in  these  suggestions  is 
Vr.  Arthur  Kent  Griffin  oi.  Trinity  College,  They  tnerefore  recccrnend  that 
the  scholarship  be  awarded  to  ^r.  Griffin.
